Sometime ago - la fact, so long ago that I hesitate to specify the date - 
you wrote me concerning the photographs and x-rays of President Kennedy 
made while hla body was at the Bethesda Naval Hospital. I think you will 
find now that the sitnation has been remedied, if any remedy was called for, 
as they have been transferred to the Archives where they can be viewed by 
any responsible agency; 

Before the Commission was dissolved, 1 took occasion to see that 
these Iteme would be preserved, but 1 did want to keep them from any ghast- 
ly dissemination to Oie distress of the Kennedy fkmily. I felt that if they 
were La the Report they would be used for sordid commercial purposes, 
an d perhaps for spite purposes. I saw them myse lf and they were horrible. 
The other members of the Commission had no deeir * t,|» f** thpm. They 
were satisfied with the testimony of the doctors who^rformed the autopsy. 
As a result, the pictures and x-rays were sequestered but in a manner which 

guarantee production of them should it ever become a matter of offi- 
cial concern, 

I saw you on television and thought you made a very forceful explana- 
tion of some of the challenged aspects of the Report. 

1 hope this finds you well and enjoying your work in which I am much 
interested. Should work or pleasure bring you to Washington, I would be 
happy to have a visit with you.
